THE CABINET yesterday took the 
unprecedented step of authorizing 
Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabino- 
witz to decide, in effect, how to 
apportion among the Ministries an 
additional Τοῦτα. reduction in Gov- 

ernment spending. 

The decision to cut expenditures 
by 5 further IL500m.—IL1,000m. had 
been trimmed of the budget in July— 
was part of the austerity program- 
me the Government announced on 
November 10. At yesterday's Cabinet 
session, Rabinowitz proposed cuts 
totalling IL600m., with IL250m. to 
come from the development budget, 


~ W1250m. from the defence budget 


and 1£.106m. from the regular bud- 
get. 


The reduction in the Defence 


.. budget, the Treasury insisted, would 


not impair the programme for 
strengthening the nation’s defences, 
though the 0L250m. would not be 
accounted for solely by construction 
funds. (When the ILJ,000m, cut was 
effected, the Treasury had proposed 
a IL500m. additional reduction in 
defence construction, but Defence 


Ministry opposition to this had 
prevailed.) 


The Cabinet approved an overall 
slash of 11500m., instead of the 
proposed 11600m. with. the 
1L100m. difference to apply to the 
development and regular budgets 
only. This means that the defence 
budget would still be cut by 
IL250m., while the Finance Minister 
is to decide how to reduce by 
1L.100m. the cuts in the other two 
categories. 

A list of cuts for each Ministry 
ig to be worked out by the Treasury 
within the next few days, in consul- 


tation with the Ministries, and to be 
presented to the Knesset Finance 
Committee by Mr. Rabinowitz “for 
their information.” (Committee ap- 
proval is not required.) The Cabinet 
gave its unanimous backing, to the 
Finance Minister’s list, in advance. 


Unofficially, sources at the Trea- 
sury indicated that the major cuts 
will be in Transport (roads), Com- 
munications (telephones) and Hous- 
ing. Lesser cuts will be made in 
Education, Health and Welfare. The 
reduction in defence spending will 
‘tbe discussed by the Finance and 
Defence Ministers today. 


It is expected that the proposed 
cuts in the development budget will 
remain nearly as proposed (IL250m.), 
while the 1L100m. not approved by 
the Cabinet will apply mostly to 
lessening the proposed reduction in 
the regular budget. 


Bank of Israel pay deal deplored

Israeli psychologist on Russian Jews in U.S. 


‘No happier there than in Israel’

TEL AVIV. — Russian Jews who 
emigrate to America are no happier 
there than they were here, accord- 
ing to Dr. Erika Landau, an Israeli 
psychologist, who recently returned 
from the U.S. on behalf of Israel 
bonds. 

The sponsors of these Russian 
Jews — the local American Jewish 
community — are not very happy 
either. “They have tremendous prob- 
lems with them,” says Dr. Landau. 
“They don't want to work, and if 
they do work, it must be on their 
terms and in thelr own way.” 

Dr. Landau, wifo is a supervisor 
at Tel Aviv Ustvérsity’s Depart- 
ment of Psyclidtherapy, defines 
these mental processes as typically 
adolescent. For many years the 
Russian Jews lived under dificult 
conditions, always with the hope 
and the expectation that when they 
got out of Russia, all would be 

. “But even if Israel were 
8 paradise, it still couldn't satisfy 


or live up to their expectations. 
‘I suffered, therefore take care of 
me.’ It's really the adolescent stage 
of thinking and reacting.” 

To deal with their immigrants, 
the particular American Jewish 
community that Dr. Landau visited 


sessions as realiy a type of ulpan, 
but one directed by psychologists. 
The students, i.e. the disaffected 
Russian Jews, will learn not only 
about the traditional aspects of 
America — the laws,. geographical 
statistics, language but more 
important, the nature of the Ameri- 
can way of thinking. 

Dr. Landau suggesta that: Israel’ 
re-structure her ulpans along simi- 
lar lines. Rather than regard the 
ulpan as simply a place to teach 
Hebrew, it should also become a 
centre for teaching Israel ways 
of life. and thinking and how to 
cope with them.

‘The caller reproached him for al- 
legedly representing U.S. business 
interests and supporting Israel, and 
accused him of sharing responsibi- 
Uty for the murder of Chilean 
President Salvador Allende, the 
politiclan said. 

Police said they doubted if rob- 
bery was the motive for the attack 
and added that political motives 
could not now be ruled out. The 
fact that the so-called “Bonn Secu- 
tity Group" had taken charge of 
the case from local police was 
taken to mean that this was the 
authorities’ main theory. 

Leisler Kiep, who is married with 
five children, told police that he 
spotted the gunmap, wearing a 
parka-like coat, as. he emerged 
from his outdoor sauna bath. 

Sensing danger, he ducked back 
inside and threw himself to the 
floor. As he did so, the first of 
three shots crashed through the 
sauna door.

Ford pressures Butz into 
apology for mocking Pope 


WASHINGTON (AP), — Acting on 
President Ford's orders, Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz on Friday 
apologized for a joke mocking Pope 
Paul's position on birth control 

Ford .summoned Butz to his oval 
office and told him that an earlier 
statement the Secretary made ex- 
plaining his remarks was inadequate 
and that he should “apologize to any 
and all individuals who may have 
been offended.” 

A short time later, Butz reissued 
his original statement, but added, 
“and I sincerely apologize for any 
part I played in it.” Butz said 
earlier that he regrets that some 
reporters interpreted his criticism of 
the Pope's position on birth control 
as intended “to impugn the motives 
or the drtegrity. of any religious 
group, ethnic group, or religious, 
leader. 

“Tt is unfortunate that a few 
remarks that I made at a news break- 
fast with 20 were taken 
out of context in one account of 
that meeting and escalated in the 
news with an interpretation clearly 
not intended,” Butz sald in a state- 
ment issued by his office, 

The Secretary was quoted in 
Thursday's “New York Daily News”

Butz sald at the time the remark 
was off the record. 

In his statement he said the one- 
hour discusston centred on “the 
serious problem of the world popu- 
lation-food ratio now and in the 
years ahead,” with a projected 
world population of perhaps 7 bil- 
lion persons by the year 2000. .

Strangers drew sharp stares in 
restaurants and pubs yesterday and 
at least one woman who left a 
package behind when she got off 
a bus had It hurled into the street 
at her feet by the bus conductor. 

“We've been told to do that with 
anything we find left on the bus 
in case it'a a bomb,” the conductor 
said, 

The pub explosion on Saturday 
was the first explosion reported in 
the country since the new anti- 
terrorist law went imto effect on 
Friday. 

Another bill seeking to relmpose 
the death penalty on convicted bom- 
bers and terrorists will be debated 
before Christmas, parliamentarians 
said. 

A spokesman for a London hotel 
association said bomb attacks, which 
have ‘injured 34 persons in the 
capital since the Birmin, ex- 
plosions, have started to affect the 
tourist trade.

Cairo to ration tea 


CATRO (Reuter). — Casiro's seven 
million people were told yesterday 
they will be rationed to 65 grams 
of tea per month. 

‘The decision only applies to the 
inhabitants of ‘Cairo and suburban 
Giza. Other governorates will have 
to make their own decisions. 

Up to now tea was partially ra- 
tioned, with each individual getting 
40 grams at a low subsidized price. 
Any extra amounts were sold on 
the free market at triple the gov- 


ernment price. 

Tea, an imported commodity, is a 
national drink in Egypt, especially 
in the countryside, and the shortage 
is bound to agpravate the black 
market situation. 

‘Other items rationed in Egypt 
are sugar and edible oil. 

The decision is intended to save 
much needed foreign currency re- 
serves for Egypt's armed forces 
and reconstruction projects in the 
Suez Canal cities.

A ten-man staff—manager, super- 
intendent, janitor, three telephone 
operators, three maids and a night 
porter — suffice to supply the nor- 
mal services.

fashion men told

TEL AVIV. Fashion exporters 
must become more competitive if 
they are to overcome their difficul- 
ties: the Government will not “bail 
them out" by increasing the export 
incentive. 

About 100 fashion exporters who 
met ‘in an emergency meeting at 
the Export Institute here last week 
to demand increased Government 
help heard this joyless message 
from Mr, Shlomo Gur-Arie, of the 
Textile and Leather Department of 
the Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry. 

Exporters, he said, should embark 
on a campaign of savings — elec- 
tricity, fuel, and anything else which 
would help cut production costs. 
Also, productivity must be raised 
through the use of moré efficient 
methods by both workers and ma- 
nagement, and better styling should 
be introduced. 

The Government, Mr. Gur-Arie 
sgzid, was willing to help, but not 
by adding to the existing incentives. 
It would give assistance, for in- 
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stance, by fostering exhibitions such 
as the “Fashion Week.” 

Before Mr. Gur-Arie spoke, the 
fashion manufacturers complained 
that the devaluation had not im- 
proved their export possibilities at 
all. Importers abroad were demand- 
ing that the price of Israeli clothes 
be lowered — this would normally 
have followed a devaluation — but 
the exporters said they could not 
do this because of the cost of raw 
materials and of production costs. 

Moreover, they were facing tough 
competition because of cheap labour 
abroad and a shrinking market in 
Europe, which was going through 
an economic crisis. The home mar- 
ket was also shrinking as a result 
of the Government's new economic 
policy. The exporters argued that 
the way to sell fashion was to go 
abroad and to sell it, but the Gov- 
ernment’s policy was making over- 
seas trips even more expensive than 
before. 

The emergency meeting adopted re- 
solutions calling for better credit 
facilities and (despite what Mr. Gur- 
Arle had said) for a higher export 
incentive.

No other coun- 
try with a limited industrial capa- 
city has ever been offered such an 
ample supply of brainpower, with 
approximately 40 per cent of the 
newcomers having either fully or 
partially completed a course of 
higher education. Simultaneously. 
Israel's own universities are unload- 
img thousands of graduates onto 
the labour market each semester.” 

So the newcomers must be re- 
trained, warns Mr. Aviram. “Let's 
face it,” he says. “How many pro- 
fessors of Russian philology can a 
country our size use?” 

What do you do with a pro- 
fessor of Russian philology? “You 
must begin from scratch,” says Avi- 
ram. “Complete re-training is need-

with Romantic than with more 
modern music. In Rachmaninov he 
gives himself free rein, using his 
fluent technique as an outlet for 
his own temperament. His fuller 
identification with contemporary 
music was even more clear in Ram 
De-Oz's “Bells (1973), a compo- 
sition for piano written partly in 
measures, partly in free passa- 
ges. Dissonant chords, sounds, and 
elustrers simulated all Kinds of 
bells, ranging from the smalles to 
the biggest ones, calling the lis- 
tener. After a short introduction 
in free rhythm the theme enters. a 
motif that seems to pursue the 
composer through the succeeding 
variations. “Bells” is an important 
contribution to the modern piano 
repertoire for its musical content, 
glamour and novelty, as well as for 
the solidity of the composer's craf- 
tsmanship.

ΙΧ MONTHS GRACE 


As_a_ result of the extension of 
the UNDOF mandate the accent in 
the Middle East shifts once again 
to diplomatic activity. Where the 
new diplomacy will lead to, how- 
ever, is still a big question. 


‘Davar (Histadrut) says that Dr. 
Kissinger, in his efforts to ad- 
vance from a separation of forces 
to genuine negotiations, now has six 
months . On the other hand, 
if Syria insists on PLO participation 
in a reconvened conference in Ge- 
neva, the result will be an even 
deeper freeze in the political situa- 
tion. 

‘Ha'aretz (independent) does not 
believe that the U.S. and the So- 
viet Union have agreed on the im- 
position of a settlement between the 


PLO and Israel. Nor. says the pa- 
per, is the PLO at present willing 
to play its part by agreeing to some 
form of recognition of Israel. As 
8 result, diplomatic activity will now 
likely concentrate on the relations 
between Israel and Egypt. What 
will happen is that Dr. Kissinger 
will try to speed up the negotiat- 
ing process so as to make possible 
8ἃ second session at Geneva at the 
start of the New Year. 

Al Hamishmar (Mapam) says that 
as long as the Arabs are bolstered 
by massive arms supplies, diploma- 
tic efforts are doomed to failure. 
Thus the role played by the So- 
viet Union — supplier of these arms 
—is acrucial one. Brezhnev's forth- 
coming visit to Cairo will give some 
indication of Soviet intentions. 


ἢ PARIS. — 
WHEN PRESIDENT Valery Gis- 
card d'Estaing went on television 
last week to give the nation a pep 
taik on the economic and social 
crisis, it was an unfortunate para- 
dox that his broadcast way, beamed 
from a station crippled by strikes. 
The ORTF'’s staff of 1,100 jour- 
nalista had walked out in protest 
against the dismissal of 260 of their 
colleagues. They will lose their jobs 
when the network is broken up into 
separate TV and radio companies 
— although still under state orders 
— in January. 


Commenting on Giscard's lack- 
lustre appearance, “Le Monde’s” sa- 
tirical columnist Robert Escarpit 
wrote: “For the President of the 
Republic to be obliged to stand in 
on television personally on a strike 
evening shows how short we are of 
programmes. We were not disap- 
pointed. His appearance on the air 
exactly matched what he had been 
promised in the press: a skeleton 
programme.” 

“Le Monde's” commentator con- 
firmed Giscard’s failure to refur- 
bish an image which has been pro- 
gressively tarnished since he moved 
into the Elysee Palace in the sum~ 
™mer. An opinion poll published a 
few days ago in the wake of six 
weeks of chaos in the post offices, 
recurrent TV stoppages and a 24- 
hour national strike shows just how 
badly the President is faring. Ac- 
cording to 65 per cent of the coun- 
try, France may be on the brink 
of turmoil equalling the upheaval 
of May 1968. Only 42 per cent be- 
lieve Giscard could cope with such 
ἃ crisis. 


The answer which Giscard gave 
on television to the current wave 
of unrest was a blunt refusal to 
back away from his policy of de- 
flation and austerity, regardless of 
pressure from the trade unions. in- 
flation is now running at the rate 
of 17 per cent yearly in France.

“Le Canard" claims that, while 
returning from one of these noc- 
turnal jaunts, his car wes involved 
in ἃ collision with a milk lorry 
in the small hours of the morning.

Dr. Mikhail Shtern goes 


on trial today on charges 


of poisoning. Colin Shindler says that he is being 
charged so as to intimidate Jews wishing to leave. | 


LONDON. — 
THE TRIAL of, Dr. Mikhail Shtern, 
the Jewish physician accused of 
poisoning his patients, has been 
brought forward a week and will 
open today, in the Ukrainian city 
of Vinnitsa, No reason was given 
‘by the authorities for the new date. 
It is rumoured that Shtern could 
be sentenced to up to eight years 
imprisonment if the court is es- 
pecially severe. 

The KGB has come up against all 
sorts of problems in trying to dis- 
credit such a well-loved physician 
as Dr. Shtern, Their basic tactic 
has been to divorce the case from 
any suggestion of a connection with 
Shtern's intended emigration to Is- 
rael. There have, however, been at 
least, three examples of state- 
ments made by Vinnitsa officials 
which indicate that the Shtern affair 
is a KGB offensive against the 
Jewish exodus movement. 

The Prosecutor in the case, Vla- 
dimir Kravchenko, told the Shterns 
last May that the case was con- 
nected with the family’s desire to 
leave for Israel. 

On August 23, an investigation 
officia! told Shtern’s son, Victor, 
that the intended emigration was 
the reason, adding that the emigra- 
tion of Jews descredits the USSR. 
Finally, in October, a Communist 
official told local Party workers 
that “Zionism is rampant in the 
regional Endocrinological Health 
Centre, in the person of certain 
former leading workers.” 

It is clear that the KGB wished 
to frighten Soviet Jews by jailing 
Shtern on a purely criminal charge, 
and by the same token, avoid de- 
monstrative protests outside the 
USSR. 4 

The initial attempt to smear 
Shtern came when his flat was 
searched on May 12. for “gold and 
jewels". No such items ‘were found 
and the KGB returned to a charge 
they had first made against him in 
1961. In that year, an anti-Semitic 
campaign had been waged against 
Jewish doctors in Vinnitsa. An in- 
censed Mikhail Shtern became the 
focal point of opposition to this new 
anti-Jewish wave. But anti-Semitic 
discrimination increased. 

In one edition of the local ‘“Vin- 
nitskaya Pravda," the newspaper ac- 
cused Shtern of being a quack 
with no formal medical education 
and ἃ poisoner who persuaded other- 
wise healthy people to take 
amounts of sugar in their diet thus, 
“stimulating sugar diabetes.” This, 
of course, is medically impossible. 
The paper also charged that a 
young girl, Liuba Belinskaya had 
died as a result of Shtern’s treat- 
ment. In reality she is alive and 
healthy and living in Vinnitsa. Des- 
pite appeals by the girl and her 
mother, no retraction or denunciation 
of the charges was forthcoming. 
Both women wrote to Shtern's wife

when they heard that he had been 
arrested. Other patients, ignorant of 
Shtern's arrest, are still writing let- 
ters of thanks to him for his treat- 
ment. Those who have found out 
that he has become the victim of a 
new “doctor's plot” have demanded 
that their testimonials be accepted 
by the authorities. But such confix- 
mations of Shtern's reputation have 
not heen included in his dossier. 
The KGB's biggest obstacle in 
bringing Shtern to trial has been 
his reputation as a man of in- 
tegrity, : 
Mikhail Shtern, born into a reli- 
-Bious Jewish family in 1918, was an 
outstanding and student 
at medical school. After World War 
IL he was appointed head of the 
first endocrinological medical centre 
in the Ukraine, an institute with 
4n amazing record of successful 
cures. This earned Shtern promotion 
and he was put in charge of the 
manufacture of endocrine drugs in 
the Ukraine. In 1952 he was invit- 
ed to Vinnitsa to found the city’s 
Analytical Medical Health Centre. 
‘This, however, was not a 
to be Jewish and a doctor. 
anti-Semitic waves that swept over 
the USSR in the period of the 
“doctor's trial" led to Shtern’s ex- 
pulsion from his post, to which he 
was restored only after Stalin’s death 
Shtern also organised social ser- 
vice programmes, to give medical 
treatment to orphans whose fathers 
had been killed on active service in 
World War IT. In 1968, Shtern was 
appointed Senior Consultant in the 
Polyclinic of the Vinnitsa Regional 
Endocrinological Medical Centre.”
